The decision required rati¬ 
fication by the board at its 
TUesday meeting, but the 
acceptance was uncondition¬ 
al, said Darte, so he didn't 
foresee any issues. 

"For that property, for one 
that suits our needs, it's a 
great price," said Darte, who 
was elated that one of his 
election promises has been 
fulfilled. 

"Where else are you going 
to get a proeprty that size in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake for 
$1.67 million?"

It’s a federal election 
year and parties are gear¬ 
ing up for what could be a 
long and arduous road to 
anothertermonParliament 
Hill. 

A federal election has to 
be held by Oct. 19, unless 
the Governor General of 
Canada, on the advice of 
the prime minister, calls an 
election before then. 

Nicholson is represents 
Niagara Falls, Fort Erie and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Longtime Liberal sup¬ 
porter Ron Planche has 
been given the green light 
to run for the Grits’ nomi¬ 
nation, whenever it’s held. 

Planche, who worked as 
executive assistant to for¬ 


mer Liberal MPP Kim 
Craitor for eight years, cre¬ 
ated an exploratory com¬ 
mittee last year aimed at 
securing the party's federal 
nomination in the riding. 

The party sent him a let¬ 
ter stating if he won the 
nomination, he would be 
accepted as a candidate. 

“To the best of my knowl¬ 
edge, no one is contesting 
me at this moment,” he 

Planche said after he left 
Craitor’s office, he had no 
intention of getting back 
into politics. 

But when Craitor 
resigned in September 
2013, Planche said he was 
asked by the provincial 
Liberal caucus service 
bureau to temporarily run 
the local constituency 
office and found it entic¬ 
ing. 

“It was satisfying to solve 
different files in an efficient 


mannerandlquiteenj oyed 
the interface." 

In October 2013, Planche 
was told he had Stage 3 
cancer that had spread to 
his lymph glands. He went 
through radiation treat¬ 
ment and in March 2014 
his doctor gave him a clean 
bill of health. 

“I started to look at the 
prospects and I felt that 
Niagara, from a demo¬ 
graphics point of view and 
from an opportunity point 
of view, provided very little 
future for our kids here,” 
said Planche. 

“Niagara, at that time, 
had the highest unemploy¬ 
ment rate in Canada. There 
were structural problems 
in the economy and our 
local member has been 
absent without leave. 

“The government has 
cut back on infrastructure 
investment to the lowest 
level we’ve ever had.” 

Planche said to get 
Niagara’s sluggish econo¬ 
my back on track, the fed¬ 
eral government should 
look at joining the provin¬ 
cial government on infra¬ 
structure projects such as 
GO train expansion. 

“Our kids are finding 
that they’re graduating 
with more debt. A univer¬ 
sity education is the new 
high school. You can no 
longer get a job with a 
high-school education. 

“There are service-sector 


jobs and there’s nothing 
wrong with those jobs, but 
our kids want more than 
that.” 

Planche said he believes 
Nicholson, a high-ranking 
cabinet minister and senior 
member of government, 
can be defeated. 

“He's responsible, as a 
cabinet minister, for the 
direction of this govern¬ 
ment and in Niagara, he

has failed us completely," 
said Planche. 

George Soule, a spokes¬ 
man for the New 
Democratic Party of 
Canada, said nobody has 
been nominated and no 
meeting has been sched- 

“There could very well 
be people interested, but I 
can’t discuss it until the 
nomination process is offi¬ 
cially underway,” he said. 

Soule said with Malcolm 
Allen winning the federal 
Welland riding for the NDP 
in 2008 and “broadening 
his support” in the 2011 
election, the party feels 
good about its prospects in 
Niagara. 

He said the NDP has also 
had recent success in 
Niagara at the provincial 
level, including in Niagara 
Falls when Wayne Gates 
was elected MPP during a 
byelection last year and 
reelected in June. 

“The parallels are not 
always the same (between 
federal and provincial pol¬ 
itics) ... but the Ontario 
NDP has had successes in 
southwestern Ontario and 
we hope to build on that.”

Their goals included bringing us an 
increased awareness and appreciation of 

bicentennial events, and creating a last¬ 
ing legacy. 

They have done all of that and more. 

Their events not only taught us the 
history we’d forgotten, but highlighted 
what we didn’t learn - specifically, and 
most importantly, the significance of the 
native participation in winning the war. 

One event alone, the Battle of 
Queenston Heights, attracted 15,000 
people. That’s a huge number of visitors 
who not only enjoyed the batde re-en¬ 
actment but couldn't have missed the 
obvious - the number of aboriginals tak¬ 
ing part. 

Events staged over the last three years 
have encouraged partnerships between 
levels of government, strengthened 
cross-border ties, and closer to home, 
helped introduce us to the history of our 
neighbouring municipalities. 

They've given us a new appreciation 
for our history, and a patriotism that 
comes from knowing more about where 


we’ve come from and how we got here. 

Bloody, vicious battles weren’t just 
the domain of the U.S. or European 
countries, we learned. The British and 
our aboriginals fought bitterly for our 
homeland - right here, on property we 
can stand on and feel the history, see the 
batdefields and picture the gruesome 

Bicentennial events helped Fort 
George and other Niagara-on-the-Lake 
sites attract more than 100,000 visitors in 
2012, many more than in previous 

Millions of dollars were spent, some 
of it donated by sponsors, some by gov¬ 
ernment, but there will be lasting lega¬ 
cies from infrastructure improvements.

The price, Darte said, is 
a good deal not just 
because of the market 
value of the property, but 
because of the value of 
the property to the com¬ 
munity.

In fact, there are 130 
NOTL Hydro customers 
who are also hydro suppli¬ 
ers, with solar panels col¬ 
lecting energy to sell to the 
local utility through pro¬ 
vincial programs that 
encourage the production 
of green energy, saysNOTL 
Hydro spokesperson 
Brodie Mosher. 

Members of those pro¬ 


grams sell all the energy 
they collect. They receive 
a separate bill for what 
they use, but the rates they 

much higher. 

From the inception of 
the program, the rates 
have decreased, but still 
provide an attractive 
incentive for getting into 
the business of selling 
electricity, say those who 
have made significant 
investments based on 
returns over the 20-year 
contract period. 

A decision to produce 
solar power may be partly 
based on the benefit to the 
environment, but there 
are other considerations, 
chiefly that it's a good 
investment, they say. 

Crossroads Public 
School has been supplying 
electricity to the grid since 
2012. 

When the school was

being built, Ontario school 
boards were being encour¬ 
aged by the Ministry of 
Education to incorporate 
solar panels, says Bert 
Poort, facility renewal 
administrator with the 
District School Board of 
Niagara. 

The cost of covering 
almost the entire roof of 
the school was more than 
$900,000, and was funded 
by a grant from the 
Ministry of Education. 

But the revenue, about 
$35,000 a year, goes to the 
school board. 

The rate is locked in at 
70 cents a kilowatt-hour 
for 20 years, but the reve¬ 
nue varies according to 
several factors, chiefly the 
weather, Poort said. 

The solar panels are also 
used as a tool for educat¬ 
ing the students about 
green energy, says board 
energy co-ordinator 
Graeme McKenzie. 

Teachers incorporate it 
in their science lessons, 
and the school has a TV 
screen hooked up to a 
computer that indicates at 
any given time how much 
energy is being produced, 

The school board con¬ 
siders the program a suc¬ 
cess, and has made several 
applications to include 
other schools, but has 


been unsuccessful so far - 
the province limits its con¬ 
tracts to avoid purchasing 
more electricity than the 
grid can handle. 

Community Church in 
Virgil sent a group of peo¬ 
ple to Burundi last week 
for 10 days of missionary 

Their trip and the work 
they will do when they get 
there is funded, in part, by 
the solar panels on the 
roof of the church. 

When the church was 
being renovated recendy, 
there were discussions 
about adding solar panels 
as an investment, says Wes 
Wiens, a member of the 
parish and manager of the 
building renovations. 

They decided to join the 
provincial MicroFIT pro¬ 
gram and produce elec¬ 
tricity to fund their ongo¬ 
ing outreach program in 
Africa, where they have 
invested in a school, a hos¬ 
pital, and are now working 
on a university. The mis¬ 
sionary work is to help the 
very poor Batwa people, a 
group of native pygmies 
who are suffering from the 
loss of the only life they 
know, including their food 
supply and shelter, due to 
the deforestation of 
Africa. 

“They’re considered the

lowest of the low," said 
Wiens. 

“They’re not educated - 
they're hunter-gatherers 
who have lived off the land 
and the food it had to offer. 
School was never an 
option. We're teaching 
them to read and write. 
And we’re trying to teach 
them that they are worth 
something, that their lives 
have some value.” 

They're also trying to 
teach sustainable farming, 
provide health clinics and 
build small clay brick 
houses for them, said 
Wiens. 

When the decision was 
made by the church board, 
after discussions with 
elders and members, the 
church spent $70,000 to 
cover its roof with solar 
panels, with a contract to 
sell the electricity to the 
province for 60.2 cents for 
20 years. Although the 
church originally planned 
to finance the investment, 
the load was quickly paid 
off, and the return is work¬ 
ing out to about $9,000 a 
year, he said. 

"That revenue helps 
finance our work in 
Burundi. The sun is doing 
the work. But the best 
weather for producing 
electricity, we learned, is 
cool with sunshine. A hot 
summer isn’t as good as 
the cooler weather we had 
this summer, with long 


days of sunshine." 

Paul and Christine Lett 
have a house on Line 2 at 
Niagara Stone Rd., with 
solar panels on their roof. 
Theirs was a decision to 
invest, although investing 
in something good for the 
environment added to the 
attraction, said Lett. 

His 20-year contract is 
for 54.9 cents a k/hr. The 
price seems to come down 
with each phase of con¬ 
tracts the province offers, 
he says, but so does the 
cost of the investment as 
the price of solar panels 
and installation comes 

His cost was $40,000, 
and he expects a six or 
seven-year payback, he 

But even after the con¬ 
tract ends, he adds, if he is 
still selling electricity to 
the grid, “as long as I’m 
producing more than I'm 
using, the cost is offset by 
the difference.” 

The electricity he puts 
into the grid earns him 
about $6,000 to $7,000 a 
year, he says 

And he’s protecting his 
roof, he says - while the 
exposed shingles might 
have to be replaced, file 
rest of his roof will last lon¬ 
ger - so to him, the energy 
contract was an attractive 
business opportunity.

Tim Curtis, the president 
of NOTL Hydro, says the 
staff is often asked for infor¬ 
mation about the FIT and 
MicroFIT programs offered 
by a provincial government 
agency to provide green 
energy to the grid. 

The rates offered for 
solar generation have 
decreased over the last few 
years as the technology 
has become more afford¬ 
able and efficient, he said. 

NOTL Hydro pays local 
solar generators monthly 
and then invoices the gov¬ 
ernment agency, IESO 
(Independent Electricity 
System Operator), for the 
same amount, he 
explained. 

Anybody considering 
solar power should make 
sure they use a qualified 
electrician - there are some 
do’s and don’ts when 
installing solar panels, 
include informing NOTL 
Hydro and making sure 
the design has adequate 


protection from a safety 
standpoint - electricity 
from a solar panel can be 
strong enough to be lethal, 
said Curtis. 

Another option available 

metering contract, which 
means mstalling solar pan¬ 
els to reduce the electricity 
taken from the grid. 

If at times the electricity 
from those solar panels is 
more than customers need 
then they can provide this 
electricity onto the grid, 
said Curtis, and receive a 
credit against the electrici¬ 
ty they use. 

“The key limitation is 
that this credit is limited to 
how much electricity they 
use. If, in aggregate, the 
solar panels generate more 
electricity than they use 
the customer will not be 
paid for this excess.” 

There are additional 
costs in installing and 
managing a net metering 
contract so a proper finan¬ 
cial analysis should be 
done before starting on 


this path, he said. 

Although the hydro 
company is available for 
answering questions and 
explaining the process, 
Curtis said, "in the long 
run it’s a financial deci¬ 
sion. We don't offer 

Hydro that goes into the 
system from solar power 
saves money on transmis¬ 
sion charges and the sav¬ 
ings get passed on to all 
NOTL Hydro customers 
through lower delivery 
charges, said Curtis. 

“The impact of this is 
very small but it all helps.” 

The region is also getting 
onboard, with regional 
council agreeing recently 
to a 20-year deal to sell 
electricity for 39 cents a k/ 
hr, with a $553,600 output 
for solar panels on the 
roofs of regional buildings. 

Although the contract 
benefits regional taxpay¬ 
ers, there has been some 
criticism from regional 
councillors who believe 
the green energy program

is behind skyrocketing 
electricity prices, since its 
cost is also passed on to 
hydro customers. 

But Judith Lipp, execu¬ 
tive director spokesperson 
for a developer of renew¬ 
able energy, said escalat¬ 
ing electricity prices are 
caused by expensive 
repairs to nuclear facilities, 
overdue repairs, upgrades 
to infrastructure, and the 
shuffling around of gas 
plants. 

While the rate is high for 
solar power, the amount 
generated is miniscule 
compared to nuclear and 
gas, she said - less than 1% 
of the power supply, and 
so has little impact on price 
increases.

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Region’s strategic plan given council approval 


Document 
shows Niagara 
performing 
below other 
areas of province

Niagara Region coun¬ 
cillors have given the 
green light to a strategic 

Region chief adminis¬ 
trative officer Harry 
Schlange presented a 
draft plan to council Dec. 
18 titled Fostering an 
Environment for 

Economic Prosperity. 
That plan was revised. 

“This council will own 
this document,” chair 
Alan Caslin said Thursday 
prior to it being presented 
by Chris McQueen, direc¬ 
tor of organizational per¬ 


formance, responsive 
region improvement 
team, and Erin O'Hoski, 
manager of partnership 
development. 

It’s a “fluid document” 
that can be adapted to the 
needs of the community, 
Caslin said. 

"The purpose of the 
strategic document is 
simply to point in a direc¬ 
tion, use as a compass, 
and staff will then take 
their direction from what 
we’ve given them,” he 
said. 

The document includes 
dials measuring Region 
performance in taxes, 
growth, employment, 
investment and infra¬ 
structure. 

It also measures com¬ 
munity symptoms, which 
include average house¬ 
hold income, social assis¬ 
tance caseload, housing 
wait lists and homeless 
base funding. 


The document notes 
Niagara is performing 
above average in only one 
of those categories com¬ 
pared to other areas of 
the province. That cate¬ 
gory is in taxes, where the 
five-year average increase 
on the regional portion of 
property taxes is 1.13%. 

The dials of the other 
categories show the 
Region performing below 
average. 

The document includes 
broad strategies on how 
to move the dials in a 
positive direction. 

Each of the strategies 
includes targets to aim 
for during this term of 
council. 

The strategy to move 
people and goods 
includes getting a provin¬ 
cial commitment in 2015 
for daily GO train service 
to Niagara and to contin¬ 
ue working on a plan for a 
Niagara-wide transit ser¬ 


vice. 

To move the dial on 
innovation and entrepre¬ 
neurship, the strategy 
includes expediting the 
process for all develop¬ 
ment by streamlining the 
process of permits and 
approvals, and playing an 
active role in reviews of 
provincial planning 
reviews, such as the 
Greenbelt Act and Places 
to Grow, 

The strategy to create a 
more labour-ready work¬ 
force includes working 
with post-secondary 
institutions on youth 
retention. 

A strategy to position 
Niagara globally will be 
completed in 2016, but 
certain goals have been 
set — population growth 
of 10,000 people by 2018, 
attracting at least one for¬ 
eign bank to the region by 
2018, and getting a feder¬ 
al commitment to declare 


the region a foreign trade 
zone by 2018. 

The document includes 
so-called Game 

Changers. 

That includes reviews 
of $1 billion in assets that 
have been identified as 
options for alternative 
service delivery. Two of 
the reviews, related to 
social housing assets and 
long-term care home 
redevelopment, are slated 
to get underway in the 
second quarter of 2015. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
regional Coun. Gary 
Burroughs wanted more 
clarity on the review of 
long-term care homes. 

"Are you considering 
closing the three (homes 
owned by the Region)? 
And if you are, I guess I’m 
wondering why we don’t 
just say that?" 

O’Hoski responded that 
no conclusions have been 


Welland regional Coun. 
Paul Grenier wanted it 
clear the Region would 
not be walking away from 
its social responsibilities. 

"We talk about alterna¬ 
tive service delivery — we 
mention social housing 
and long-term care — I 
think if we can be careful 
with the messaging for 
that ... that we are not 
sherking the obligations 
of government looking to 
cut expenses.” 

The Region could opt 
out of owning social 
housing and long-term 
care homes as a cost-sav¬ 
ing measure, Grenier 
said, but those services 
would still be provided. 

“We should talk about a 
firm commitment to sus¬ 
taining social housing 
and long-term care,” he 
said. “That’s a responsi¬ 
bility we have in Niagara, 
and this is how we’re 
going to get there.”
